All 
the nighttime network shows, and 
most of the daytime ones, are in color. 
About 10 million homes in the United 
States are now equipped with color 
sets, and sales are moving along at 
the rate of nearly 100,000 a week. It 
is generally agreed that before long 
nearly all homes will have color sets.

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Ever turned a corner and met a big 
TV star face to face? Probably not, 
but when you do, your reaction may 
surprise you. It would sometimes ap- 
pear that running into somebody like 
Ed Sullivan in the flesh is more than 
some’ fainthearted fans can _ stand. 
They blurt out all sorts of crazy 
things, following a precedent estab- 
lished a few years ago by some un- 
sung hero who unexpectedly en- 
countered singer Nelson Eddy on the 
street. “Didn’t you used to be Nel- 
son Eddy?” he said. 

Where movie buffs stand back in 
awe in the presence of John Wayne, 
Paul Newman, Marlon Brando or 
Elizabeth Taylor, TV stars appear on 
screen so often that their fans think 
they own them. But these fans, too, 
become flustered, and in their excite- 
ment and confusion they turn out to 
be the undisputed masters of the goofy 
non sequitur. 

Johnny Carson recalls the time he 
stepped out of a phone booth to find 
a middle-aged woman glaring at him 
accusingly. “Do you know who you 
are?” she demanded. Then there was 
the matron who spied Hugh Downs 
and gushed, “Oh, you look just like 
yourself.” Or singer Bill Hayes, who 
was buttonholed on the street by a

That’s one of the star-recognition 
game’s biggest problems, matching 
names to faces. Often, a fan hasn’t the 
slightest idea who the actor is, accept- 
ing the first name offered. One man 
stopped Barry Sullivan and said, “I 
recognize you, but I can’t remember 
your name.” A bored Sullivan 
countered, “I’m Macdonald Carey.” 
To which the fan replied, “Of course.” 


Jess White likes to believe that after 
all these years as a character man, 
people at least recognize him as an 
actor. White was approached by two 
ladies in a Hollywood restaurant. “My 
daughter and I have a bet,” said one. 
“Didn’t you used to deliver meat for 
a kosher butcher on Beverly Boule- 
vard?” 

Airplanes are fearful places to be 
caught by admiring fans—mistaken 
identity must be borne for thousands 
of miles. Chet Huntley was once asked 
by a stewardess, “Don’t you have 
something to do with TV?” “Yes,” he 
answered. “Do you know David and 
what’s-his-name?” she asked. Hunt- 
ley nodded. Then she delivered the 
coup de grédce. “That long-faced guy 
who’s always frowning—I can’t stand 
him.” Chet gulped and rode on. 
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A threat to every actor’s existence 
is that total identification that comes 
with playing a popular character. The 
actor becomes his character in the 
fan’s eye. Dennis Weaver probably 
holds whatever record can be estab- 
lished in that department. During his 
Gunsmoke days he rarely went out in 
public without being asked why he 
wasn’t limping, a la Chester. 

The question was usually accom- 
panied by a bad joke, like did he 
have a family of squirrels in there? 
“You could always anticipate what 
they were going to say,’ Weaver re- 
calls. “And they always thought I 
would think it was funny. I tried to 
come up with something that at least 
sounded original. If somebody asked 
me why I wasn’t limping, I’d say I 
wasn’t getting paid. That usually got 
a laugh.” 

Jonathan Harris, that fine actor 
who’s been Lost in Space these past 
two seasons, says he has actually be- 
come his series’ character. “I’ve lost 
my personal identity,” Harris says. 
“Tm Dr. Smith, not Jonathan Harris. 
Once a group of teen-agers hissed at 
me. What was I to do but hiss back? 
It was wonderful.” 


Joe Flynn will live with his Mc- 
Hale’s Navy Captain Binghamton role 
for some time. People seeing him 
in mufti are not certain why they 
know him. “Since I’m out of uniform, 
they don’t identify me,” Flynn says. 
“But they know the face. So a fellow 
will think I was in the service with 
him. I get asked that a great deal.” 

To many people, Jackie Gleason is 
Ralph Kramden, the blow-hard bus 
driver. When Gleason was in St. 
Louis some time back, a drunk ap- 
proached his press agent and asked to 
see Kramden. The press agent 
pointed to Gleason sitting in a car. 
The drunk staggered over, looked at 
Jackie and lurched off, muttering, “I 
don’t want to see that bum.” 

In their possessiveness fans can act 


thoughtlessly, even rudely. The most 
common offender is the fan who ap- 
proaches a star in a restaurant, 
throws a piece of paper on the table 
and demands an autograph. One girl 
who did that to Efrem Zimbalist Jr. 
added insult to injury by demanding, 
“Who are you?” Jim Nabors was 
at an airport when a lady shouted, 
“That’s Chester from Gunsmoke.” Her 
friend corrected her, and the woman 
said, “Well it’s one of those idiots 
on TV.” 


Any actor will concede it’s better 
to be recognized than ignored. Mike 
Gargiulo, director of Password, has 
made a hobby of collecting anecdotes 
from guests on shows he directs for 
Goodson-Todman. His favorite is one 
about Sam Levenson, who went into 
a restaurant a few years back and 
was about to give his order. The 
waiter leoked at him, shook his head 
and said, “You know, you're the third 
guy in here today that looks like 
Sam Levenson.” 

In the case of Garry Moore, there 
was once the threat of danger. He 
was walking along a New York street 
one evening when a man stepped out 
of a doorway and said, “Garry Moore 

-’ and mumbled something Moore 
didn’t hear. Garry waved, smiled and 
kept on walking. When he reached 
the corner, Garry turned around and 
noticed that the man was holding a 
gun. It was then that he realized the 
man had actually said, “Garry Moore, 
stick ’em up.” Fortunately for Moore, 
he had apparently decided not to go 
through with it.

Zale Parry, for six years of her 
amphibious life, was the “mermaid” 
on Sea Hunt. She had started working 
in underwater films and TV in 1954, 
having learned the art of scuba diving 
when she was an 18-year-old vaca- 
tioning in California. At that time she 
was something of an oddity—a female 
underwater specialist. And at one time 
she held the women’s depth record— 
209 feet (it has since been surpassed). 

Miss Parry more recently has been 
annually occupying her time acting 
as “mermaid”-in-residence for CBS’s 
Marineland Carnival (seen this year 
on March 26). In previous years she 


was actively involved in underwater 
comedy skits, such as the one in which 
she and her TV “husband,” Lloyd 
Bridges, set up housekeeping on the 
bottom of the Marineland tank—in a 
room complete with furniture, TV 
set, linoleum floor and a fishbowl. 

This year, however, she will simply 
be seen as she is below—feeding and 
playing with the porpoises—while 
Jim Backus and Art Carney do their 
comedic work in front of the tank 
window. 

Clearly, as you can see at right, Miss 
Parry is quite a bit more photogenic 
than the average porpoise.

Chunky, brass-gulleted Ethel Mer- 
man—old enough now, at 58, to be 
described as “a living legend”—is the 
woman who introduced Irving Berlin’s 
“Doin’ What Comes Natur’lly” on 
Broadway, in 1946. She'll be singing it 
again Sunday, when she stars in NBC’s 
version of “Annie Get Your Gun.” 

In a strange way, this particular 
song captures the essence of Merman 
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BY EDITH EFRON 


herself. For decades she’s been “Doin’ 
what comes natur’lly”* on and off the 
stage—and it’s probably this, above 
all, that divides Merman lovers from 
Merman haters. 


Sister Sal who’s mu-si-cal 

Has never had a lesson .. .* 

The most “natural” thing about 
Merman is her voice. It emerged, in 
1930, from between the lips of an 
Astoria, Long Island, secretary who’d 
never had a stitch of training, and still 
hasn’t. It catapulted her to instant 
success via a song called “I Got 
Rhythm,” and the success was main- 
tained in a series of musical-comedy 
triumphs over the years: “Call Me 
Madam,” “Anything Goes,” “Gypsy,” 
“Annie Get Your Gun,” etc. To this 
day, she is called “The Queen of 
American Musical Comedy.” 

The Merman voice is both the most 
famous and the most controversial 
thing about her. It’s like the violent 
blare of a trumpet—incredibly loud, 
brassy and rhythmic. Such assorted 
personalities as George Gershwin, 
Irving Berlin, Jerome Robbins and 
Bobby Kennedy have raved about the 
Merman voice. Jonathan Anderson, 
musical director of TV’s “Annie,” says: 
“Her style is her. She’s a belter, but 
she’s not raucous. She sings with a 
clear, true sound.” Danny Daniels, 
choreographer, says: “She has a clear, 
loud, theater voice. You can sit in the 
back of the theater and hear every 
word she sings. Mikes give a synthetic 
sound. Merman is real.” For years,

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audiences have been responding 
strongly to this “reality”; three years 
ago, when she made her debut in Lon- 
don, Newsweek reported that people 
were “standing on their chairs, some 
in delirium, others in tears.” 

Enemies of The Voice, however, 
are at least as violent as the fans. 
Jim Stanley, associate producer of 
“Annie,” refers to the phenomenon 
obliquely: “A couple of people came 
into the company not liking her style, 
that belter quality.” People outside 
the cast are less oblique. Criticisms 
range from relatively mild complaints 
that her voice is “terrible” to vehement 
statements such as “The very sound 
of that raucous yelling sets my teeth 
on edge.” 

Ethel Merman is inclined to view 
herself as a vessel of artistic mystery. 


“I don’t know what I do,” she says. 
“T just get out there and sing. People 


say it’s remarkable. Irving Berlin 
said, ‘You’d better not write a bad 
song for Merman, because everyone 
in the audience will hear it.’ George 
Gershwin said, ‘Never go near a sing- 
ing teacher. You’re going to lose all 
that natural quality.’ I wouldn’t know 
how to practice.”

producer Stanley. “She’s disciplined. 
She works harder than anyone,” says 
musical director Anderson. “She’s a 
meticulous performer of the old 
school—not the slap-it-together-with- 
spit-and-chewing-gum school of to- 
day,” says choreographer Daniels. 
Along with these raves, a few other 
revealing remarks slide in. “It’s said 
she has a background of being dif- 
ficult to work with,” says Daniels. 
“That’s because she demands profes- 
sionalism from everyone.” 
Historically, Merman is said to be 
difficult to work with. Stage rumor 
has it that she’s a touch over-con- 
cerned with the spotlight and is in- 
clined to stomp on lesser performers 
if she has the slightest suspicion of 
being upstaged. She somewhat con- 
firms this herself: “The ones who 
complain about me,” she says, “are the 
ones who slough off on their work. I 
can’t stand people who lay down on 
the job. I can’t stand that. I find it 
my duty to report them. Somebody 
who steps on my line, or overacts— 
I don’t like that. If I have a job to do, 
nobody can interfere with my work. 
I’m on time for rehearsals. I put in my 
hours. I’m out there beating my brains 


-out. If I see somebody just tossing it 


to the winds, I can’t stand it.”

Off-stage, Merman is a bit of a 
shock to those who might be expect- 
ing an aura of stage glamor. She’s not 
a glamorous human being. She’s a 
hard-faced, tough-voiced woman who 
—unlike some show-business “legends” 
—shows her years in face and figure. 
There’s a crudity of manner which 
contradicts the good-looking, expen- 
sive clothes, and the gallery of deli- 
cate impressionist pictures which line 
her hotel living room. She’s given to

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heavy name-dropping, almost com- 
pulsively quotes what the “greats” 
have said about her, at one time or 
another. Pictures of the famous who 
have paid her tribute are scattered 
all over little tables and she talks 
about them the way little boys do 
about baseball cards: “I got Bobby 
Kennedy, Eisenhower, Roosevelt and 
Perle Mesta.” She could be success- 
fully cast as an upper-middle-class 
parvenu—the kind of woman who 
skipped, suddenly, from the proletar- 
iat to the mink-coat league, without 
having undergone any social polishing 
in between. 

Those who are devoted to her call 
her “earthy” and “natural,” and she 
is certainly that. She’s affable, in a 
brusque way. “I’m very outspoken,” 
she says of herself. “I speak my piece. 
I lay my cards on the table. If I have 
something to say to somebody, I say 
it. I can’t hold it back.” 

Those who are less devoted to her 
call her “uneducated,” “ignorant” and 
“anti-intellectual.” And she is cer- 
tainly that, too. In her own profes- 
sional realm, she is remarkably un- 
analytical: “I’m no connoisseur of 
what’s good and what’s bad in the 
theater. Things I’ve liked, the critics 
have panned. Who am I to judge?” 
She doesn’t like contemporary musi- 
cal scores but can hardly say why: 
“I come out of the theater today, I 
can’t retain any of the songs I’ve 
heard. I can’t hum them.” 

She has had no higher education 
and is no friend of literature: “I very 
seldom read,” she says. “If I start to 
read a book, I fall asleep after three 
or four pages. I know it’s a bad thing 
to say. Most people read and become 
great intellectuals and so on. I do all 
right without all that garbage.”

Merman belongs to the nonromantic, 
nonsexy school. Time magazine com- 
mented about her, a few years ago: 
“She was never a sex object. She was 
mostly the hearty hostess, amused by 
the raucous comedy of life, and 
essentially detached. Her manner 
suggested that sex wasn’t everything, 
that exuberance could give vitality 
to even the middle-aged and the 
homely. She palpably could never see 
herself as a romantic, and the ar- 
ranged embrace at play’s end .. . 
always seemed a little stiff, as if her 
corsets were binding her.” This is not 
to imply that the general subject of 
men-sex=romance is of no interest 
to Merman. It blatantly is—and at 58 
she’s still more vociferously interested 
in that subject than in any other. 
She has been married and divorced 
four times (she has two grown chil- 
dren, and is a grandmother). Her last 
two husbands were Bob Six, pres- 
ident of Continental Airlines; and 
actor Ernest Borgnine. The 1964 mar- 
riage to Borgnine lasted barely a 
month, a fact which arouses enormous 
curiosity in reporters. Merman posi- 
tively will not discuss her marriage to 
Borgnine. She says so, militantly. But 
then she proceéds to emit a series 
of dark and tantalizing hints:. “My 
last experience—which I won’t go 
into—well, marriage doesn’t last. You 
go into it, you think it will be won- 
derful. And pow! it blows up. A lot 
of men are Jekylls and Hydes. They’re 
one thing before the conquest—and 
another thing afterwards. Men are 
always. looking around. They’re 
looking at the young ones with the 
mini-skirts. I’d rather be single than 
live like that. They all cheat. It’s a 
terrible feeling: Haven’t I got enough 
to hold somebody? An attractive gal 
walks into the room—bzzzz, all the 
men look and talk.” She blurts out 
defensively, “I’d rather not be mar- 
ried. It would break -my-heart.” 
After four failures in marriage she’s 
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disheartened. “I’m scared now,” she 


confides bluntly. “When that zing! 
comes, I run. I’ve had that zing! a few 
times, and I run. I’m really scared. I 
don’t have confidence or trust in any- 
body any more. I don’t trust anybody.” 

But for all her experience and dis- 
appointment, she confesses she hasn’t 
given up hoping. She’s still looking for 
a husband. “I’d like a fun guy, because 
I’m a fun gal,” she says. “If I met 
Mr. Right, I’d go all out to do the 
right thing and make him happy.” 
And then she adds, “Oh well, my life 
has been very successful. I’ve got a 
wonderful family, a group of friends. 
I can’t ask for much more. You can’t 
be selfish.”

In some ways, her life has been very 
successful. Her career has been going 
on for a long, long time—and the 
notoriously faithless public has been 
faithful to Merman. She’s at the stage 
of her professional life where she can 
freely pick and choose what she does. 
She’s made a small fortune over the 
years, and if those brass lungs hold 
out, she'll continue to add to it. What 
she wants more than anything now is 
a TV series. “A situation comedy,” 
she says. “That’s what I’d love. I did 
a wonderful pilot for Desilu. Mr. 
Aubrey [James Aubrey, former CBS- 
TV president] turned it down. I'd give 
my right arm to have a good series.” 

Whether she does break into TV 
or not, she’s a unique woman—brassy, 
boastful, uneducated, bawdy, senti- 
mental; and a tough, disciplined 
trouper, who, at this point, is a fixed 
star in the show-business firmament 
and a “living legend.” As a star, she’s 
the real explosive thing—not the kind 
that’s manufactured by mimeographed 
press releases. As choreographer 
Daniels puts it: “She’s got a magic on 
stage—a star quality you either have 
or don’t have. She has it!”

ABC Plays It Safe for ’67-68 


ABC must have run low on ideas or 
daring, or both. In the past the net- 
work has habitually risked the untried 
in often successful efforts to woo 
viewers from its bigger rivals, CBS 
and NBC. Examples: Peyton Place 
broke ground as prime-time’s first 
soap opera; Batman touched off a 
national fad. This past season ABC 
alone among the networks committed 
itself to a serious, expensive weekly 
hour of hopefully inventive entertain- 
ment—Stage 67 failed where less high- 
minded ventures have clicked, mostly 
earning ABC ayes for effort. Obviously 
stung by this restrained applause, the 
network will begin phasing out this 
commitment next fall with some Stage 
68 specials. The specials offer the best 
hope of novelty for the new season— 
ABC has promised at least two hours 
of specials a week, on the average. 

In variations on old. themes, ABC 
may bring on a cowpoke who rides 
the veldt, a nun who flies (unaided) 
and an Alaskan prospector revived 
after 67 deep-frozen years in an 
avalanche. The Cowboy in Africa 
would be played by Chuck Connors 
(Branded), The Flying Nun by Sally 
Field (Gidget) and the prospector in 
The Second Hundred Years by Monte 
Markham, In case all this risks. too 
much novelty, the network has some 
more recognizable lore in prospect for 
other hours: Hondo, based on a 1954 
John Wayne Western, with Ralph 
Taeger in the saddle; Judd, a new 
Perry Mason sort, enacted by Carl 
Betz, late of Donna Reed’s show; The 
Guns of Will Sonnett, a half-hour 


oater with old-hand Walter Brennan; 
Off to See the Wizard, a Disney-type 
hour hosted by Land of Oz charac- 
ters; N.Y.P.D., a 30-minute streets-of- 
Manhattan cop drama with Jack 
Warden (Wackiest Ship); and Garri- 
son’s Gorillas, a sequel to Combat!, 
featuring Ron Harper, seen briefly 
this season in CBS’s ill-fated Jean 
Arthur Show. 

Besides Combat! and Stage 67, cur- 
rent ABC fare fated for extinction (as 
of late last week) includes The Fugi- 
tive, The Monroes, Wednesday’s Bat- 
man episode (leaving one half-hour), 
The Green Hornet, F Troop, Love on 
a Rooftop, Rango, The Phyllis Diller 
Show and ABC Scope. The last-named, 
a Vietnam news round-up often 
shunted by local stations into fringe 
time or by-passed entirely, is not a 
total loss. ABC will continue supplying 
it to the stations for airing at will. 
Otherwise the 1967-68 news from ABC 
is that The Hollywood Palace (with 
Benny, Berle, Crosby and Durante as 
revolving hosts) probably will turn 
up Tuesday nights, its old Saturday 
evening spot going to The Iron Horse, 
which ABC hopes will snag viewers 
with the Gunsmoke habit. 

Gunsmoke incidentally isn’t dead at 
season’s end, after all. In a rare change 
of heart, CBS decided James Arness’s 
12-year-old Dodge City saga has too 
much life in it yet to ship it thataway. 
It has decided to move the venerable 
series next fall to early Monday 
nights, replacing Gilligan’s Island and 
a planned new comedy called Doc.

We have one of those rare bat- 

ting-.666 network-movie weeks 
at hand to make us relax and en- 
joy the goodies and then wonder 
why it’s a rarity. All it really takes is 
a little rummaging around in the 
libraries instead of the grab-bag 
theory that seems to underlie so much 
programming. 

Good movies, particularly those 
distinguished by good actors, age well. 
“Top o’ the Morning” is vintage stuff 
of the ’49 post-“Going My Way” crop, 
but the Bing Crosby-Barry Fitzgerald 
combination is still unbeatable in a 
mélange of songs, legendry, witticisms 
and melodrama that makes it a fun 
foray into Ireland for even the non- 
Trish. Crosby is the epitome of tongue- 
in-cheek cool as an American in- 
surance investigator; Fitzgerald is the 
eternal leprechaun as a local sergeant; 
and their search for the missing Blar- 
ney Stone, with Hume Cronyn as a 
dandy villain and Ann Blyth as the 
romantic interest, is delightful in all 
its tuneful silliness. 


More recent descendant of the “Go- 
ing My Way” school is the 1963 
“Lilies of the Field,’ wherein Sidney 
Poitier won an Oscar for his portrait 
of the easygoing ex-GI who comes 
upon a group of refugee nuns in the 
Arizona desert and stays to build 
them their chapel. His superb per- 
formance, matched by that of Lilia 
Skala as Mother Maria; and a joy- 
ousness, a sense of decency and an 
appreciation of the human spirit that 
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pervade the film make it one well 
worth seeing—sticky moments and 
plot mechanics notwithstanding. 

Then there’s “The Counterfeit 
Traitor,’ a pre-Bond, pre-sex-and- 
sadism spy story that’s a fact-based 
thriller, with William Holden first- 
rate as the Swedish businessman 
blackmailed into espionage, Lilli Pal- 
mer superb as his German confederate 
and Hugh Griffith marvelously pre- 
posterous as his British intelligence 
boss. And you can even enjoy ro- 
mantic adventure via “Sword of Lan- 
celot,” with Cornel Wilde as executive 
producer, director and star, coming up 
with a surprisingly literate and action- 
filled version of the Round Table’s 
famous Arthur-Guinevere-Lancelot 
triangle. Make special note here of 
Brian Aherne’s memorable Arthur. 


But then it’s barrel-bottom time. 
Costume dramas and Hollywood Bibli- 
eals get their utlimate come-downance 
with “Sodom and Gomorrah,” a trav- 
esty made memorable by its seedy 
attempts to portray sin on a nursery- 
school level and by the Queen of 
Sodom’s hailing a victorious Army 
with “Greetings, Hebrews and Sodom- 
ites!” And don’t think sex-and-sin im- 
prove through the centuries. What was 
frothy farce in 1940’s “My Favorite 
Wife,” courtesy of Cary Grant and 
Irene Dunne, becomes boring and 
tasteless buffoonery in 1963’s “Move 
Over, Darling,” courtesy of Doris Day 
and James Garner. Move over—and 
quickly.

An hour after midnight on New 
Year’s Eve, Wayne Cochran inter- 
rupts his act at the noisiest night club 
in the Western Hemisphere to wel- 
come Jackie Gleason ringside. A 
country wildeat who sticks his fist 
through ceilings and has a foot-high 
stack of puffy blond hair, Cochran 
chants to his Soul Crowd, “Who’s 
the greatest in Miami Beach?” 

“Jackie Gleason!” comes the chant. 

“Who's the greatest?” 

“Jackie Gleason!” 


It’s the way Jackie lives now. All 
the fun of faith healing with none of 
the mess. How many New Years can 
start like this? Not only does he have 
a great contract coming; his dog Pus- 
syeat is about to have pups. (I’m 
riding double with him on his golf 
cart an hour or two after Pussycat 
becomes a proud mother of three. “I 
bet,” says Gleason, “that’s the first 
pup ever born in a Mercedes-Benz.”) 

As if he didn’t have it already, 1967 
brings Jackie Gleason everything he 
could want and he’s not one of those 
who’s curdled when the cheers ring 
in his ears or when the puppies lick 
his cheek. This is heaven. And where 
. was he 12 hours before those cheers 
began to ring out in Cochran’s soul 
parlor? He was suffering. He was in 
his dressing room with a doctor. He 
was hoping he would get just one 
chance to rehearse his TV show be- 
fore it had to go on tape. 

He remembers that show now as 
“the one we didn’t rehearse.” But 
there was a rehearsal. I had dogged 
the show all week, wondering if there 
ever would be. And wondering how 
a big guy like Jackie Gleason man- 
ages to be so invisible. 

“Unreachable!” his secretary de- 
clares. She’s not talking to me but 
to somebody on the phone. “If he’s 
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in rehearsal, it’s impossible. If he’s 
on the golf course, forget it.” 

That’s Tuesday. On Thursday Glea- 
son turns up at Miami Beach Audi- 
torium, works for 20 minutes until his 
throat closes on him—calls for mine- 
strone soup, gulps it and is gone. It 
is almost the last sight that anybody 
catches of him before they have to 
speedball their way through the one 
and only full-company rehearsal 
they’ll ever get. Even now, 10 hours 
before they’ll tape the show, Jackie 
doesn’t come out easy. 

‘Don’t go in there! Don’t go in 
there!” yells director Frank Bunetta 
as a songwriter tries to penetrate to 
Jackie’s dressing room. “Don’t bother 
him!” 

The songwriter, incidentally, is one- 
half of the hottest team of its kind in 
show business. They are being boomed 
for the illustrious tag of Joint-Genius 
(like Rodgers and Hammerstein, Son- 
ny and Cher, a thing that doesn’t 
happen every day). True, they do not 
look the role. Jerry Bresler subsides 
quite meekly when Bunetta calls him 
down. Bresler looks like a choirmaster 
(he is) and the big one, Lyn Duddy, 
looks like his bumbling tenor. But 
their talents are not to be doubted. 
Somebody raises the question—since 
Gleason’s genius is saluted here many 
times a day—what happens if a single 
genius comes up against a team of 
geniuses and they disagree? Isn’t that 
two against one and no fair? 


Its not the way it works on the 
Gleason show. If Duddy and Bresler 
do nothing but write songs (and 
their talents are almost as multiple 
as Gleason’s), they will be carrying 
out one of the prodigious musical 
efforts of modern times. They create 
up to 10 songs a week for Jackie 
Gleason—including the ones he throws 
out. There is delightful suspense in 
their work. They never know when 
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another song will bite the dust. 
“Would you like to buy three songs 
cheap?” That’s the litany that helps 
them to get through the day. 
Suddenly, after a week of invisi- 
bility, Gleason is downstage center 
(that’s the spot he works from), wear- 
ing a red sweat-jacket which would 
be visible from a lodestar and which 
is inscribed on the back, “Gleason’s 
Gorgeous Clams.” One grunt—and 
Jackie has taken total command. The 
director knows his job: It’s to make 
things right for Jackie. Gleason’s 
producers are here (he has two— 


executive producer Jack Philbin and . 


producer Ronald Wayne) and they 
are ready to perform the function 
that Gleason intends for them. (“They 
see that all the things I want are 
there when I want them.”) Jackie 
is very clear on why, irrespective of 
titles, he has to have full command. 

“There were comedians who relied 
on everyone else,” he says. “They 
only got in trouble.” 


They’re speedballing now because 


they have to, and June Taylor’s upset © 


because her dancers don’t get a second 
crack at the big stage in Miami Beach 
Auditorium. Jackie is halfway into a 
scene when he calls for his head 
writer, a rotund and rosy man named 
Marvin Marx. 

“Marvin, that’s a bad joke there,” 
he says. Marx says, “Jack, if you'll 
lie down, I think it will play.” Gleason 
throws it out. To his almost unsweat- 
able bandleader, Sammy Spear, Glea- 
son says, “No, that rhythm is no good 

. It should be vanilla right to the 
very last note.’ Sammy says, “All 
right, I'll have to change that, Jack.” 

Gleason is the Last Word. There is 
no rebellion. A crewman tilts his head 
at one of the show’s top executives and 
grumbles, “He’s scared stiff of Jackie 
—like everybody else.” A dancer says 
she was scared once, continued

When 
the Tuesday rehearsal is wrecked 
and the Wednesday rehearsal wrecked 
and the Thursday rehearsal wrecked 
and the Friday rehearsal wrecked, 
Philbin grows jauntier and jauntier. 

Gleason began the week with laryn- 
gitis. 

Carney began it with a bride. (He 
hadn’t had one the week before. He 
hadn’t even told Gleason he was 


_ going off to get married, but Jackie 


deduced later that Art—that silent 
man!—had tried to hint.) 

As the week wore along, a galloping 
virus caught up with Sheila and Art 
Carney and on Friday Carney was so 
bad there were mumbles he’d never 
make the show. On Saturday morning, 
Sheila moaned to Marvin Marx on the 
telephone, “Oh, I’m so sick. I’m so 
sick!” 

To add a few chills amid the ro- 
mance and fever, Gleason had finished, 
by the first of the week, what he calls 
“the annual staring contest” with the 
network negotiators. Dealt a perfect 
hand by high ratings, his strategy, 
after openers (“They tell me how 
great I am and I tell ’em how nice 
they are”) is to sit tight. The negotia- 
tors go north, everybody’s pay rate 
riding on the contract demands—for 
his people are assigned to Gleason 
personally. 

Philbin, who has stuck with Gleason 
through a hundred wins, was undis- 
turbed. 

The week’s most typical develop- 
ment came when the shark in Marvin 
Marx’s apartment (don’t all head 
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writers have a shark in their apart- 
ment?) butted through its tank, sent 
30 gallons of sea water splashing 
through the rugs, and soon lay—all 2 
feet of itselfi—stone dead. The shark 
was the only figure remotely con- 
nected with the show who'd had the 
presence of mind to kill himself. But 
Philbin was jaunty. The week, in fact, 
was just what Gleason prescribes for 
instilling a sense of order. 

“You might panic when things aren’t 
very wrong,” he says. “But when 
they’re really bad, you realize you 
haven’t room.” 

On that basis, they were in shape 
to have a great success. 

In the fevered but weary pande- 
monium of that one last rehearsal— 
with three of them sick, lines being 
tossed out, moves being charted—they 
stumbled on words they didn’t know 
for sure and Gleason’s system of no 
cue cards (“You can’t look at a card 
and act’) must have seemed like 
mania. The comedy leads looked grim, 
the writers didn’t have a quip to 
call their own and the sole off-stage 
laugh came from Marx’s 9-year-old 
son, Gregory, who was asked if his 
brother was ready to put the shark 
in the science fair. 

“The shark’s dead,’ he said. “He 
electrocuted himself and so did I.” 

As Carney and Gleason start to re- 
hearse the show’s theme song—a 
thumping number about how a man 
must be king in his castle—the song’s 
composers begin to fret in expressive 
silence. Duddy whispers to his part- 
ner, “Too fast.” Bresler frowns and 
knits his forehead. He gathers himself 
and calls to Gleason: “Would you 
like it a hair slower?” 

“It isn’t that, you know,” Gleason 
says. “We can hardly speak.” 

“A little slower would make it 
easier,’ says Bresler brightly. 

“It’s slow enough, it’s slow enough!” 
Gleason says. Two geniuses fall back, 
defeated. A little later that night The 


Jackie Gleason Show produces what 
later seems, to everyone concerned, 
one of its better efforts. And Jackie 
remembers it this way: “I didn’t even 
have to rehearse for that show——” 
How sweet that the network agrees 
to the contract he wants. 


When General De Gaulle was a 
young man dreaming of power, he 
wrote that, to be a leader, a man 
must keep some part of himself al- 
ways a mystery even to his closest 
associates. Some of Jackie Gleason’s 
closest associates haven’t detected 
that Gleason has reason to sneer at 
cue cards and that he, despite all 
appearances, is far from learning 
his lines by alchemy at the last min- 
ute. Early in the week, Gleason reads 
all the dialog of a script into a tape 
recorder, leaving blanks only for his 
own lines. With that, no matter what 
plagues or explosions try to cut him 
down, he can seize odd moments to 
do his own solo rehearsals, tuning 
up all week the old whammo that be- 
longs to Jackie Gleason. 

He has time for such tune-ups part- 
ly because he wakes up every morn- 
ing at 6:30. Why he wakes up that 
way Gleason himself is at a loss to 
say. “One night I stayed up,” he 
says, “to see if there was some noise.” 
But he didn’t discover a thing. 

There are mysteries about Jackie 
Gleason which mystify even him.

Answer to last week's puzzle

Dragnet 


Dum-dadum-dum, dum-dadum- 
dum. Sgt. Joe Friday (Jack Webb) 
is back again—and so you'll have just 
the facts, ma’am: We’ll tell you he’s 
good. In fact, it’s our duty to remind 
you not only of your constitutional 
rights, but also that he is still his 
old shoulders-still, glide-walking, 
tough-talking, eyeball-to-eyeballing 
self. And with him is Officer Bill Gan- 
non (Harry Morgan), a man who 
makes, with Friday, each Thursday, 
an excellent side-dick. Make no mis- 
take, if you haven’t seen these two 
together yet, you’re missing some- 
thing—some of the scenes between 
them are up there in the same league 
as the Culp-Cosby duologs in I Spy. 


Of course, there’s no doubt there’s 
propaganda here—even to an over- 
use, for obvious satiric purposes, of 
those reminders to the criminals of 
their rights—but crime being ‘what it 
is these days, it’s high time we had 
this show back. And we'll go on 
record right now that one of the best 
speeches we’ve heard on TV this year 
was Sergeant Friday’s to a young 
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policeman whose fiancée wanted him 
to have “a job with a little more 
status.” “Maybe,” Friday concludes, 
“your girl friend is right. But there’s 
also this. There are over five thou- 
sand men in this city who know that 
being a policeman is an endless, glam- 
orless, thankless job that must be 
done. I know it, too. And I’m damned 
glad to be one of them.” 


Entirely apart from the propaganda, 
some good and some bad, Dragnet is 
dramatically sound and, unlike some 
other shows which have purported 
to bring us “true” case histories, never 
seems too good to be true. It is, rather, 
both good and true. It is particularly 
good at teen-age problems, of which 
there are so many these days; the 
minor characters—in both senses of 
both words—are not only real people, 
but their dialog is real too. We re- 
call, for example, one scene where 
Friday and Gannon are trying to get 
the name of a suspect from a drive- 
in girl who has seen the suspect and 
his friend. “Could you describe them?” 
Gannon asks. “Nah,” says the girl. 
“Kids all look alike. .. . One’s a Coke, 
the other’s a milkshake. That’s it.” 
“Did they,” Friday pursues, “mention 
a name?” “One thing maybe,” says the 
girl. “They were kidding around, you 
know. And the Coke says to the milk- 
shake, ‘It’s robbery,’ he says. ‘Yeah,’ 
he says, ‘Larry, she sure robbed the 
cradle when she married you.’ And 
the milkshake just laughs.” They got 
the name they were after—“Larry”— 
and they gave us a fine scene too. One 
minor criticism we have is that Drag- 
net's narrative device is sometimes 
overworked. It’s useful to have Joe’s 
voice-over get us quickly through 
some essential scenes which would be 
boring if we had to see them all. But 
the narration itself can be boring, and 
it can even be jarring when Friday 
goes too quickly from off-camera voice 
to on-camera person. In a show as 
good as this, you don’t need any de- 
vices. Just the facts, ma’am. 
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Is trouble brewing in television’s 
multibillion-dollar paradise? 

Could be, judging from a mounting 
clamor over the question of who’s 
really watching what critics and com- 
petitors love to call the boob tube. 

The threat to TV’s current record- 
high prosperity is three-fold: that a 
claimed exodus of adult viewers is 
(1) real, (2) will be confirmed and 
(3) will trigger a big pullback in TV 
. advertising. 

So far the threat is only a distant 
rumble. The watchers’ walkout has 
by no means been verified. 

Still, troubling talk persists. 

Is it true that much of the weekly 
fare on the networks has become so 
puerile that only small children can 
stomach it—as even some people with- 
in the industry privately suspect? Is 
it true, as pollster Louis Harris 
claimed recently (for the second time 
in two years), that better-heeled, col- 
lege-educated adults are in a mass 
exodus from TV? 

The broadcasters publicly and hotly 
deny all this, and say the poll is based 
on leading questions hardly calculated 
to produce statistically valid results! 
In rebuttal, they invariably point to 
the gospel of A.C. Nielsen.

Is Nielsen right? Has the Chicago 
oracle stood on the mount of statistical 
revelation and beheld the almost-true 
dimensions of the TV audience? His 
many believers in TV are sure of it. 

On the other hand, they have to 
concede that their Prime Source does 
not have all the answers. Even assum- 
ing Nielsen’s simple count of Homes 
Using TV is accurate enough “for the 
purposes for which intended,” as TV 
researchers so often put it, it leaves 
a lot to be told. Exactly who is “using” 
the TV in these homes? And what do 
they think of what they see? 

Nielsen explores the “who” part 
periodically by getting a separate 
batch of homes to keep viewing logs 
(called diaries) showing which mem- 
bers of the family looked at what. 
Socioeconomic data (income, educa- 
tion, etc.) also are extracted. 

The statisticians call this “people” 
data—in contrast, in the case of Niel- 
sen ratings, to homes data. 

There is a growing conviction in 
TV and Madison Avenue circles that 
the medium must have, and indeed is 
destined soon to get, a new set of 
audience measurements “rating” pro- 
gramming in such definitive terms. 

Those who dream of a better num- 
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bers game than the one they now live 
by are convinced it is the means to 
more diversity and quality in TV. 
“People ratings,” they believe, would 
define the audience appeal of each 
show and describe the kind and num- 
ber of viewers grabbed by it. Since 
everybody must be susceptible to 
some kind of TV, they argue, and 
since there are sponsors eager to 
reach every kind of audience, such 
a better-refined ratings system would 
salvage TV from subservience to the 
lowest common denominator and 
usher in a dreamed-of-millennium of 
truly well-balanced programming. 

That happy day, it’s admitted, will 
not arrive without a struggle. 

Extracting detailed vital statistics 
from vast numbers of people on a 
week-in, week-out basis is terribly 
expensive. 

Inducing people honestly to describe 
themselves (how much money they 
make, etc.) and to report what pro- 
grams they not only like but will look 
at (versus what they think they 
should say they like) is difficult. 

And selling programs to sponsors 
on the basis of appeal to only part 
of the audience—even if that part is 
the money-spending adults—would be 
a new way of life for everybody con- 
cerned. It has been far easier for TV 
to woo advertisers with big “boxcar” 
homes ratings. 

The sponsors and their agencies 
have accepted the total-homes figure 
because it made them feel good. It 
made the audience look so big. 

What has been undermining this 
blissful state is a growing, gnawing 
feeling in advertiser and agency circles 
that there just could be something to 
the loose talk all around about de- 
fections in the audience. The feeling is 
sensed that TV, for all its razzle- 
dazzle, is something of a $2.5-billion 
pig in a poke, glamorous as an ad- 
vertising vehicle, of undoubted po- 
tency, yet terribly expensive and sur- 
prisingly little defined as to its exact 
reach and effectiveness, considering 


the vast fortunes pumped into it to 
sell goods. 

Off the record, the worry in some 
quarters is that audience demographics 
could turn up now-hidden realities 
that business would not care to live 
with. Like too many kids watching. 

Answers differing from Nielsen’s are 
readily to be found in the statistics 
of TvQ, a national opinion poll con- 
ducted by the Home Testing Institute 
of Manhasset, N.Y. HTI asks people to 
rank programs according to what they 
like. Lately, for example, Bonanza has 
been the No. 1 choice in TvQ, as it is 
in Nielsen’s Top 10; but there the 
agreement between the surveys tends 
to end. In December, I Spy ranked 
fifth with TvQ, 40th in Nielsen; Mis- 
sion: Impossible was seventh on the 
TvQ chart, 63rd on Nielsen’s, etc. 

TvQ finds age-group preferences in 
TV fare widely disparate. Last De- 
cember, Bewitched and I Dream of 
Jeannie led the Top 10 of kiddies 6 
to 11; The Monkees and I Spy were 
the favorites of teen-agers, while young 
adults most preferred the Saturday 
and Thursday night movies, and 
adults over 50 went most for Lawrence 
Welk and Bonanza—in that order! 

Perhaps no more striking illustra- 
tion could be found of how much 
better public-affairs programming can 
do on a demographics basis than TvQ’s 
finding last winter that the CBS News 
Hour ranked as the fourth most- 
favored series among adults! In Niel- 
sen’s homes ratings, this series typi- 
cally lands near the foot of the list. 
(Nielsen believers will contend that 
this only proves again that people 
claim they “like” certain program- 
ming, then don’t watch it.) 

ABC was able last fall, however, 
to call on Nielsen’s own composition- 
of-audience breakdowns to show that 
Stage 67, which had tough sledding 
in the homes ratings, was TV’s top- 
ranked evening attraction in terms of 
the proportions of its audience in 
professional and white-collar homes 
and homes where the head continued 
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Ratings/ continued 


of the family was college-educated. 

This is the sort of point the advo- 
cates of “people ratings” are prone 
to make in arguing their virtues. Nor- 
ton Garfinkle, whose New York-based 
Brand Rating Index tells blue-chip 
advertisers and their agencies what 
products the TV audience is buying, 
pushes specific buying habits of the 
audience as the answer to TV prayers 
for better programming. 

“The whole public-interest debate,” 
he says, “has been concerned with 
whether we should keep programs of 
a cultural nature on the air even 
though they don’t produce big homes 
ratings. Now we seem to have a way 
out, of this log jam because we can 
establish the fact that programs with 
cultural values also can have certain 
marketing values.” 

Some top-rank network ratings ex- 
perts—ABC’s Paul Sonkin and NBC’s 
Paul Klein, among them—agree with 
Garfinkle that “people ratings” will 
supplant the Nielsen homes numbers, 
maybe in less than five years. 

Arthur C. Nielsen Sr., the 69-year- 
old founder and board chairman of 
the firm bearing his name, confesses 
that the word “ratings” probably was 
an “unfortunate choice” of name for 
the figures he compiles. It somehow 
connotes a stamp of quality, saying 
a show is good or bad, whereas all the 
rating is supposed to represent is an 
estimate of the number of homes 
tuned in. But Nielsen and his son, A. 
C. Jr., president of the company, pre- 
sumably are assured that in any event 
theirs will go on being the name of 
the ratings game. They are now trying 
to sell their clients (the networks, 
sponsors and agencies) on an “instan- 
taneous” homes ratings service. The 
1200-or-so homes with Nielsen “Audi- 
meters” recording their viewing on 
film, which the householders mail into 
Chicago every two weeks, would be 
wired directly into a central monitor- 
ing board to provide a daily record 
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of the homes’ TV watching. 

Much as people in TV, being hooked 
on the ratings habit, would like 
Nielsen ‘dailies’ over breakfast, 
there is some belief that this offer of 
overnight homes figures is too late to 
stem the tide of demographic desires. 

As matters now stand, TV’s statisti- 
cians, starved for data, subsist in part 
on sheer speculation. To countless 
questions about audience identity, be- 
havior and trends, they can only haz- 
ard guesses. They call it “hypothesiz- 
ing.” It has to substitute for fact. 


One of the networks’ best hypothe- 
sizers, NBC research vice president 
Paul Klein, has some _ engaging 
theories. He is firmly convinced, for 
instance, that TV watching in upper- 
class homes rose last summer in part 
because of air-conditioning. “The 
poorer people have to get outdoors 
for a breath of air in hot weather, 
while the better-heeled ones can just 
sit there in their refrigerated digs, 
watching TV,” he reasons. “I’ve told 
our people here that if they want 
the biggest audiences for quality pro- 
gramming, put it on in the summer!” 
Klein believes also—and some others 
in TV share this view—that the 
avowedly disenchanted TV viewer 
really is looking, but he is watching 
only movies, sports, Johnny Carson and 
other noncontinued types of fare, 
rather than weekly series, in the 
belief that he thereby isn’t “getting 
hooked” on the medium. “It salves his 
guilt feelings,” Klein suspects. “Prob- 
ably if you offered him something 
called The Upper-Class Beverly Hill- 
billies, he’d condescend to watch it. 
Then he wouldn’t feel so guilty.” 
Nielsen’s meters lately have re- 
corded a slight rise in total TV view- 
ing—not in prime time, peculiarly 
enough, but in “fringe” periods such 
as weekends and late evenings. Neither 
Klein nor Nielsen nor anybody else 
knows precisely why. They think color 
TV is a growing lure and the presence 
of more second and third sets in homes 
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is prompting added viewing. Sports, 
they guess, could be accounting for 
more weekend watching. Otherwise 
they’re mystified. 

Aside from the plague of such 
uncertainties where millions of dollars 
are involved, there is the deeply im- 
bedded awareness, in high industry 
quarters, that the tyrannous Nielsen 
Numbers are virtually synonymous 
with corporate profits. TV is indis- 
putably profit-oriented, “people’s air” 
or not. The network able to claim 
No. 1 rank by virtue of even fractional 
domination of the savage evening- 
averages race cashes in, as NBC did 
this season, because Madison Avenue 
rides the ratings bandwagon. 

In consequence the programmers 
are forever under pressure to deliver 
maximum ratings. The logical ultimate 
is to drive all programming toward 
types found to deliver the biggest 
numbers. It is not ludicrous to suggest 
that all of prime time would be a 
succession of Bonanzas if the public 
would sit still for it. 

One of the effects of this frenzy is 
the frequent cancellation of shows that 
have millions of viewers rooting for 
them. The cheering is in vain except 
in rare instances, because a_ series, 
though highly popular with a vast 
minority audience, is a dud to the 
network if it is in the lower-rated 
brackets. This is one of the realities 
of TV life least understood outside. 

There are conscientious people in 
TV’s executive suites who are not en- 
amored with this ruthless way of com- 
petitive life, who would welcome any 
devices they could live with that would 
enable them to shoot more often for 
programming quality without getting 
clobbered in the numbers race. In- 
dustry leaders like ABC-TV president 
Thomas W. Moore have yearned pub- 
licly for some form of extra ratings 
points for TV culture or for exclusion 
of do-good programs from the num- 
bers count. Unfortunately, nobody has 
come up with a workable panacea. 

The Nielsenites say they’re prepared 


to probe deeper into the TV audience, 
but they have lost $17 million to date 
in this field (actually a minor part of 
the Nielsen market-research opera- 
tion) and they are not about to lose 
more. If TV wants more refined 
numbers, it’s got to pay for them. 
Privately, the Nielsen people suggest 
that the broadcasters have been pretty 
miserly in their research spending, 
considering TV’s prosperity. 


A troubling question is whether it 
is even possible to get totally reliable 
audience data. Writer Martin Mayer, 
in an industry-financed primer titled 
“The Intelligent Man’s Guide to Broad- 
cast Ratings,” concluded that the “al- 
most ideal” ratings service would be 
one employing “about 2000 well- 
trained, reasonably intelligent, highly 
responsible ghosts.’ Ghosts, he sug- 
gested, are the only beings who could 
get into TV homes unnoticed and find 
out all about their inhabitants and 
what they watch and like without 
arousing biases and influencing ‘their 
behavior. Anything short of this, 
Mayer thought, has got to be a com- 
promise. 

And compromises produce doubts. 
Earlier this season Richard Bluel, 
producer of The Green Hornet, told 
a Hollywood reporter he had con- 
cocted a Hornet plot in which the hero 
kidnaped those 1200 Nielsen families, 
held them on a mountaintop, and 
finally ransomed them off to the net- 
works for $10 million. Bluel was 
burned up over the Hornet’s low 
ratings, and admitted: “I probably 
wouldn’t be saying this if my show 
were doing better.” 

‘Until. the day comes when those 
absolutely honest and omnipresent 
ghosts take over the ratings business 
and nobody ever again can question 
the veracity of a TV rating, plots like 
Bluel’s will strike the fancies of 
countless people in and out of the TV 
ranks. What can’t be proved is bound 
to be debated, especially by those who 
don’t like what is claimed.
